MINISTERS MUST REPORT 


The General Assembly has ruled that all ministers must 
report to the general office and to the state overseer 
monthly. I refer you to page 198 of the 1948 Minutes. 

“We recommend that when a minister fails to report to 
headquarters and the state overseer for three months, that 
he be admonished by the state overseer, and if he fails to 
report for six months that his license be revoked.”—33 A.., 
P. 49. 

Ministers who do not report or who are not actively en- 
gaged in preaching and other ministerial work for as much 
as six months, provided such inactivity is not caused by 
illness, or age, shall have their ministry revoked.”—35th 
A., P. 35.

MOVEMENTS TO WATCH 

In many sections of the country movements are being 
launched to prohibit the possession of pistols and to follow 
strict registration of all rifles and shotguns owned by 
private citizens. 

The movement is supposedly an effort to cut violence 
and crime but is very shortsighted and dangerous if put 
into practice. 

Backers of this type of legislation claim that it would 
keep criminal elements from possessing firearms but 
do not take into account that only law-abiding citizens 
would submit to the law and the criminals would keep 
their weapons in violation of the law. 

A far greater danger exists in disarming the citizenry 
or making it compulsory to register all firearms. If at any 
time the Communists attempt violent revolution (com- 
munists recognize no law but those favorable to them- 
selves and are schooled in the use of firearms, explosives, 
incendiaries, etc.), there would be no means by which 
patriotic home-loving people could resist or even defend 
themselves. Registration files would be quickly taken by 
the revolutionaries and by using these they could system- 
atically take into possession all arms and ammunition. 
A disarmed populace would be at their mercy and they 
have none. 

The right to own and bear arms is Constitutional and 
traditional in America and is a right we must fight to 
maintain.—Western Voice.

Drink From the Fountain of Gjod 


By Rev. James N. Kelley 


“Ho, every one that thirsteth, come 
ye to the waters, and he that hath no 
money; come ye, buy, and eat; yea, 
come, buy wine and milk without 
money and without price,” Isaiah 55:1. 


I want you to notice that you don’t 
have to have money to get this salva- 
tion. Everything the devil has for 
momentary pleasure you have to buy, 
but it still doesn’t satisfy your soul, 
for the world has nothing for your 
soul. You will have to come to God to 
get your soul fed. Christ paid the price 
nearly two thousand years ago, so if 
you wanted to buy it you couldn’t, for 
there is nothing on earth to pay for 
it. There was only one thing in heaven 
that could redeem the soul of man. 
“For God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life,” 
John 3:16. 

My friend, if you haven’t accepted 
God, your soul is perishing. If you will 
only believe on Him, your soul will 
never perish. You can go in and out 


Christ’s Kingdom on Earth 


Daniel 17:27, “And the kingdom 
and-dominion, and the greatness of 
the kingdom under the whole heaven, 
shall be given to the people of the 
saints of the most High, whose king- 
dom is an everlasting kingdom, and 
all dominions shall serve and obey 
him.” 

These words were spoken by Daniel 
the prophet, which were revealed to 
him from the Lord. So many people 
have the wrong idea about the king- 
dom of Christ. Many people will tell 
you that when they go to heaven they 
will be up there forever, never to come 
back, but there is plenty of scripture 
to prove the saints will live on earth. 
In Matt. 5:5, Jesus said, “Blessed are 
the meek: for they shall inherit the 
earth.” In Isa. 65:21 we are told that 
“they shall build houses, and inhabit 
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and find food for your soul. If your 
soul gets hungry, you can do as Isaiah 
55 says; “Ho, every one that thirsteth, 
come ye to the waters, and he that 
hath no money; come ye, buy, and 
eat; yea, come, buy wine and milk 
without money and without price.” 

Some people spend their money for 
worldly pleasures, such as theatres, 
ball games, dances, etc., but those 
things don’t satisfy their souls. I had 
this experience myself. I would go 
from one worldly entertainment to 
another, but never could get satisfied.

To the natural man, this story 
of the blessed hope seems impossible, 
and the entire series of recorded 
events is rejected by the mass of hu- 
manity. The devil succeeded in bring- 
ing about the fall of man and his dis- 
obedience to God, always seeking to 
divert to himself that worship which 
man should give to God, and to Him 
alone. He has won many skirmishes, 
but it is the last battle which counts, 
and God is sure to win. Praise His 
name! The body of Christ must be 
completed before the devil is removed 
to his prison house, and it appears 
that this portion of God’s family is 
fully made up. The stragglers are be- 
ing now brought in, and it will not be 
long before the last name will be re- 
corded in the Lamb’s book of life. 

Oh that we could have a mighty 
revival in our great country like they 
had at Pentecost and in the days of 
Luther, Wesley, Whitefield, Moody, and 
Finney. Dare anyone say we don’t 
need it, when crime in our country 
broke all records in 1947! More people 
were arrested than in any other year 
in our history, according to the F.B.I. 
—734,041 arrests, an increase of 13 per 
cent over 1946. 

There is one divorce to every three 
marriages. Our crime bill is fifteen bil- 
lion dollars; some say twenty. Nearly 
ten billion dollars was spent for liquor 
last year. This is three times as much 
as was spent for education and nine 
times as much as was spent for 
churches. There are 750,000 chronic 
alcoholics, compared to 600,000 with 
tuberculosis and 500,000 with cancer. 
It is said that there are 3,000,000 ex- 
cessive drinkers, 60,000 women alchol- 
ics, and 400,000 barmaids in the U.S.A., 
and twenty-eight gallons of beer and 
wine are consumed per capita. Three 


times as many criminals as college 
students. Last year, 60,000 churches 
reported not a single convert. Paul 
tells us evil men and seducers shall 
wax worse and worse. We have in this 
old sin-laden world to day 18,500,000 
communists: 6,000,000 in Russia (3 per 
cent of the total), 2,000,000 in Italy, 
1,300,000 im France, 43,000 in the Brit- 
ish Isles, and 74,000 in U. S. A. Six 
thousand communists are in high of- 
fices of our country. Don’t you think 
we need a revival? We can have one 
if we have the passion that Jesus had 
for a lost and dying world. Moses had 
that consuming passion when God was 
about to destroy the people of Israel 
because of their idolatry. He prayed, 
“Oh, this people have sinned a great 
sin, and have made them gods of gold. 
Yet now, if thou wilt forgive their sin 
—; and if not, blot me, I pray thee, 
out of thy book.” 

John Knox cried out in prayer, “O 
God, give me Scotland or I die,” and 
God gave him Scotland. 

Can we have a revival? Yes, if God’s 
promises are true. Genuine revivals are 
not worked up. They are sent down. It 
is the divine life we need. Only the 
Holy Spirit can meet our hunger. To 
have a revival is to get acquainted 
with God. It is to go through the 
crucial experience of a Christian life— 
Gethsemane’s anguish of prayer, Cal- 
vary’s crucifixion of the flesh, Pen- 
tecost with its inflow of power for 
service. To have a revival is to stand 
with the weeping sisters of Bethany 
beside the grave of Lazarus, and see 
Jesus give life to the dead, as only 
Jesus can do. Only the glorified Lord 
can revive His Church and quicken 
dead souls. And Jesus is willing, yes, 
anxious to do it. “If my people, which 
are called by my name, shall humble 
themselves, and pray, and seek my 
face, and turn from their wicked ways; 
then will I hear from heaven, and will 
forgive their sin, and will heal their 
land.”

CHRISTIAN FIFTH COLUMN 
URGED THROUGHOUT WORLD 


OTTAWA—A “disciplined and or- 
derly Christian faith column inside 
the world at every point” was urged 
here by the Rt. Rev. Stephen C. Neill, 
Assistant Bishop to the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, and associate general 
secretary of the World Council of 
Churches. 

He spoke at an ecumenical service 
sponsored here by the Canadian 
Council of Churches in conjunction 
with its annual meeting. 

“The purpose of such a fifth col- 
umn,” Bishop Neill declared,“would not 
be disintegration, as is the purpose of 
other fifth columns, but the world’s 
salvation. It was said recently that in 
the places where decisions are made 
that really affect the lives of men, the 
voice of the church is not heard. We 
must make it heard.” 

“This is work,” the bishop empha- 
sized, “which can be done by laymen, 
although not by any kind of layman.” 

Answering the question, “Can the 
churches stop short of full unity in 
this enterprise?” Bishop Neill said: 

“Unity has to be undertaken soberly 
and with realism. Usually, mutual 
discovery is followed by the delighted 
sense that agreements are greater 
than we had ventured to hope. But, as 
we draw near to actual unity, the 
difficulties multiply and seem in- 
superable. Until we know exactly 








where and why we disagree, we can- 
not really advance.” 


“Men feel,” he said, “that the 
church does not give them real fel- 
lowship, and that what they find in 
the church is less satisfying than 
what they find in their football team 
or lodge or club. 

“The task of the church is most 
difficult. It has to provide an over- 
reaching fellowship, to be the place 
where young and old, rich and poor, 
educated and uneducated can all 
fee] equally at home. Important is 
the recovery of something that was 
central in the life of the early 
Church, and that all the churches 
have lost ... the breaking of bread 
on the first day of the week.”—Prot- 
estant Voice. 


COMMUNISM HAS BECOME NO. 1 
RIVAL OF CHRISTIAN CHURCH 


BUCK HILL FALLS, Pa. — (RNS)— 
Marxian Communism has become the 
“number one rival” of the Christian 
church in the effort to “win men’s 
minds and hearts,” it was stressed 
in a report presented to the 55th an- 
nual meeting here of the Foreign 
Missions Conference of North Ameri- 
ca. The report, entitled “Recommen- 
dations on Missionary Policy in the 
Christian Approach to Communism,” 
was drawn up by mission officials and 
presented to the delegates by Dr. 
Wynn C. Fairfield, Conference Secre- 
tary. 


Spread Like Lightning 

According to the report, the church 
must face realistically the fact that 
“Communism has spread with the 
speed of lightning because it offers 
the world’s underprivileged masses a 
great and immediate hope of freedom 
from their bonds and disabilities and 
the betterment of their estate.” 

The report advised missionaries in 
areas of Communist “penetration” to 
lower their standards of living be- 
cause comfort, security, and a high 
standard of living erect a barrier be- 
tween missions and the _ poverty- 
stricken masses whom they serve. 

Missionaries may also have to make 
other “serious readjustments” in per- 
sonal living habits and plans, the re- 
port added. 

“Some men may feel called to for- 
eign marriage in order to serve areas 
where wives and children cannot go,” 
it stated. “Others may follow Paul’s 
example in making their missionary 
work possible by a trade or vocation.”

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Sanctification aud the Gaptiom of the Holy Ghost 


I. ARE SANCTIFICATION AND THE 
BAPTISM THE SAME? 

Many people have been taught that 
the Baptism and sanctification are the 
same, and it has robbed them of their 
inheritance. Sanctification and the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost are not 
the same. Every sanctified soul is eli- 
gible for the gift of the Holy Ghost; 
but if you hold that the cleansing of 
your heart was the Baptism, you can- 
not receive it. God wants us to study 
His Word as it is, and then it will be 
wrought out in the heart. There are 
two works of grace, justification and 
sanctification. 

The Baptism Given Only to Sanctified 
Souls 

The Holy Ghost is the same a- 
nointing as that which Jesus received 
—and He was holy. We must be holy 
in order to have the Spirit take pos- 
session of His temple and abide in us. 
When our sins are washed away, and 
we have been sanctified from all 
carnality by the second, definite work 
of grace, God pours out on the soul 
and on the flesh the mighty rivers 
of the Holy Spirit. Let no souls come 
and expect the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost until they have first been 
cleansed by the blood of Jesus and 
sanctified wholly. 

The Holy Ghost is the oil that pre- 
pares us to go into the marriage sup- 
per of the Lamb. (Matt. 25:1-10.) God 
is sending His Spirit to seek outa 
bride, and He is seeking among the 
virgins (sanctified souls). After souls 
are sanctified, God seals them with 
the Holy Spirit of promise unto the 
day of redemption. Some persons 
teach that you can be justified and 
sanctified by one work of grace, but 
this is contrary to the Word of God, 
and is false doctrine. Jesus prayed to 
the Father for His disciples. “Sancti- 
fy them through thy truth; thy word 
is truth,” John 17:7. He did not leave 
them till they were wholly sanctified, 
and then commanded them to wait 
for the promise of the Father. 

What Is the Difference Between 

Sanctification and the Baptism? 

Sanctification is holiness and the 
Baptism is the enduement of power. 
Sanctification is the emptying or 
cleansing of the heart, and the Bap- 
tism is the filling with the Third 
Person of the Trinity. Sanctification 
is a work in the soul, and the Baptism

is the immersion in the Holy Spirit, 
not only of the soul but also of the 
flesh. Sanctification is the offering 
of your body and soul to God for 
cleansing in the blood, and the Bap- 
tism is the Comforter coming in to 
abide. In sanctification you have the 
power to praise and magnify Jesus 
continually; but in the Baptism the 
Holy Ghost takes possession, magnifies 
God in new tongues, sings and prays 
through you Himself and makes you 
a witness for Christ, endued with 
power from on high. 

In sanctification you have the wit- 
ness of the Spirit, the breathing of 
the Holy Ghost upon you, but in the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost, the power 
comes down into your inmost being 
in floods of living water. 

II. THE BAPTISM OF THE HOLY 

GHOST IS THE GIFT OF POWER 

UPON THE CLEAN, SANCTIFIED 

LIFE. 

It was spoken of by Joel the proph- 
et: “And it shall come to pass after- 
ward, that I will pour out my spirit 
upon all flesh; and your sons and 
your daughters shall prophesy, your 
old men shall dream dreams, your 
young men shall see visions: and 
also upon the servants and upon the 
handmaids in those days will I pour 
out my spirit,” Joel 2:28, 29. 

John the Baptist prophesied that 
Jesus would baptize with the Holy 
Ghost, saying: “I indeed baptize you 
with water unto repentance: but he 
that cometh after me is mightier than 
I, whose shoes I am not worthy to 
bear: he shall baptize you with the 
Holy Ghost, and with fire,” Matt. 3:11. 

Jesus spoke of the Baptism as rivers 
of living water. “In the last day, that 
great day of the feast, Jesus stood and 
cried, saying, If any man thirst, let 
him come unto me, and drink. He that 
believeth on me, as the scripture hath 
said, out of his belly shall flow rivers 
of living water. (But this spake he of 
the Spirit, which they that believe 
on Him should receive: for the Holy 
Ghost was not yet given; because 
that Jesus was not yet glorified.)”

Many churches would take it as a 
great insult, if you called them holi- 
ness, for they don’t want any taint of 
holiness about their church.

home. 

The Lord has done many wonderful 
things for me. I praise Him because 
He came to our rescue sixteen years 
ago when I was left a widow with 
three small children. We didn’t have 
a place to call home, and no way to 
make a living. I carried my two little 
boys to the orphanage in Cleveland, 


Tenn. I put in an application for work, 
and left with a heavy heart. A few 
months later I was employed as a 
matron in the Boys’ Home, and placed 
my baby girl in the Girls’ Home. I en- 
joyed working there for about eleven 
years. My children are all grown now, 
and will never forget the religious 
training and good care they had while 
at the orphanage in Cleveland, Tenn. 

Three years ago I came to the North 
Carolina State Orphanage. I’m in 
charge of the Girls’ Home, which has 
sixteen girls, and enjoy the work very 
much.

Three weeks later 
I broke out with eczema, and my en- 
tire body was a mass of sores. I didn’t 
want to go back to the hospital again, 
so I trusted the Lord.

All the dark 
clouds rolled away and I was so hap- 
py. I knew I had heard from heaven. 
I’ll never forget that sweet voice, and 
I praise the Lord for healing me. I 
appreciate every prayer which was 
prayed for me. I also appreciate Broth- 
er and Sister Rochester, for they were 
so good to me. I felt at home the two 
months that I wasn’t able to work. 

Pray for us in our work here at the 
orphanage, for we need the prayers of 
the Christian people that we might 
prove to be the blessing the Lord would 
have us be.—Mrs. Robilee Ledford, 
Matron of the girls.
